FAST  LOOK  AT  THESE  SMALL  PIECES  GIVES  THE  IMPRESSION  - 
"What  a messo'"  This  was  my  impression  when  I first 
looked  at  these  coins  several  years  ago,  but  they 
fascinated  me.  I bought  more  and  more  of  them,  and 
the  longer  I looked  at  them  the  less  I seemed  to  know. 

I wrote  to  people,  spoke  to  people,  tried  to  find 
books  about  these  coins,  but  soon  realized  that  no  one  had  ever  at- 
tempted to  do  any  real  research  on  these  coins.  If  these  coins  had 
been  from  the  United  States,  Canada  or  one  of  the  other  popular 
countries  many  of  these  varieties  would  be  considered  great  rarities 
commanding  very  high  prices.  What  was  the  problem?  The  problem  ap- 
pears to  be  due  to  the  lack  of  a basic  means  of  communication  among 
collectors.  This  basic  means  of  communication  would  enable  collect- 
ors to  discuss  their  coins  in  common  terms.  This  is  my  project. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  article  will  be  the  beginning  of  a basic  means 
of  communication  that  will  enable  collectors  to  communicate  in  terms 
that  will  be  common  to  all,  and  perhaps  will  inspire  others  to  go 
deeper  into  these  coins  than  what  I am  now  doing. 

The  history  of  these  pieces  is  well  documented  and  there  is  no  point 
in  duplicating  what  has  been  done.  As  can  be  seen  from  the  title,  I 
am  only  dealing  with  the  Sixteenth  Dollar  of  1822.  In  later  artic- 
les I hope  to  deal  with  the  Eighth  Dollar  and  Quarter  Dollar  of  1822. 
As  far  as  the  Half  Dollar  of  the  series  is  concerned,  this  will  have 
to  be  left  to  some  very  rich  collector  to  write  about.  No  poor  man 
could  ever  hope  to  own  the  sufficient  numbers  of  Half  Dollars  that 
would  be  necessary  to  do  the  research. 

Terminology  is  important.  Most  terms  are  familiar  to  collectors,  but 
I have  found  a few  terms  that  even  many  advanced  collectors  are  not 
fully  aware  of  their  exact  meaning. 

SERIF  — The  protrusions  on  the  top  and  bottom  of  the  numerals, 
especially  on  the  "1". 

COIN  MINTED  — United  States  coins  are  so  made.  The  reverse  is 
rotated  l80°  in  relationship  to  the  obverse. 
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MEDAL  MINTED  --  Most  medals  are  so  minted.  There  is  no  rotation 
of  the  reverse  in  relationship  to  the  obverse. 

These  last  two  terms  become  important  since  the  1822  issue  of  the 
Sixteenth  Dollar  is  coin  minted  and  the  1820  issue  is  medal  minted. 

If  you  own  a Sixteenth  Dollar  dated  1822  that  is  medal  minted  you 
have  a coin  that  I believe  to  be  very  rare.  I would  appreciate 
hearing  from  you  on  this  as  I have  checked  many,  many  of  these  coins 
and  have  not  came  across  this  variety  to  date.  I do  believe  that 
this  variety  exists  as  I have  a Quarter  Dollar  dated  1822  that  is 
medal  minted. 

The  date  appears  to  be  the  basis  one  must  use  in  order  to  properly 
identify  these  coins.  Therefore,  the  date  will  be  my  starting 
point  and  from  this  point  I shall  progress  to  other  parts  of  the 
coin. 

The  New  Netherland  Coin  Company  of  New  York  described  the  difference 
of  some  of  their  lots  by  referring  to  the  date.  These  descriptions 
are  excellent,  and  I would  recommend  that  anyone  interested  in 
"Anchor  Money"  should  try  and  obtain  the  59th  and  60th  Auction  Cata- 
logues of  the  New  Netherland  company. 

As  you  look  at  a large  amount  of  these  small  coins  you  realize  that 
the  numeral  "1"  of  the  date  varies.  Actually  the  numeral  "1"  has 
five  major  varieties. 

The  first  type  is  the  perfect  "1".  The  numeral  is  perfect  in  size 
and  shape.  The  serifs  are  equal  in  size  at  the  top  and  the  bottom. 
There  are  no  marks  or  blemishes  on  this  numeral.  Once  you  see  this 
piece  you  will  not  forget  it.  This  perfect  "1"  variety  is  scarce. 

The  designation  for  this  variety  will  be  (P). 

The  next  variety  has  a serif  on  top  and  a serif  on  the  bottom  right, 
but  it  is  the  bottom  left  that  is  the  key  to  this  variety.  The 
bottom  left  does  have  a serif  which  will  range  in  size  from  quite 
large  (but  not  perfect)  to  the  vestige  remains  of  what  was  once  a 
serif.  The  important  factor  is  that  the  serif  is  there  even  if  it 
appears  as  only  an  extension  of  the  main  stem.  The  designation  for 
this  variety  is  (A) . 

The  third  variety  has  a serif  on  top  which  once  again  may  vary  in 
size  from  large  to  very  small.  The  serif  on  the  left  side  is  now 
completely  gone.  On  the  right  side  we  still  find  a serif  which  may 
vary  in  size  from  large  to  small.  The  key  to  this  variety  is  the 
left  side  which  as  I said  has  no  serif  at  all.  The  designation  for 
this  variety  is  (B). 

The  fourth  variety  finds  the  serif  on  top  just  about  gone.  In  some 
cases  there  is  only  a thin  line  remaining.  The  serif  on  the  bottom 
left  is  completely  gone,  as  in  variety  (b).  The  right  side  finds 
the  serif  just  about  gone,  but  in  the  break  down  of  this  right  side 
the  appearance  given  is  that  it  has  been  slashed  by  a knife.  A 
slant  outward  appears,  and  at  the  end  of  the  slant  the  merest  of  a 
serif  can  be  seen.  The  designation  for  this  variety  is  (c). 

The  fifth,  and  last  variety  of  the  numeral  "1",  now  appears  as  an 
Arabic  number.  The  serifs  on  top  and  bottom  are  completely  gone, 
and  only  the  stem  remains.  The  stem  may  be  large  or  small.  This 
variety  is  designated  as  (D). 
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The  breakdown  of  the  "1"  is  so  pronounced  in  these  five  varieties  a 
strong  possibility  exists  of  a variety  being  found  that  does  not  con- 
tain a numeral  "1"  at  all.  Check  your  coins  and  let  me  know  if  you 
find  a missing  "1". 

The  five  varieties  are  shown  on  Plate  I,  Figure  "l". 

We  now  move  on  to  the  "8"  of  the  date.  There  is  no  perfect  "8"  that 
I have  came  across  but  we  do  end  up  with  four  varieties. 

The  first  variety  is  a full  closed  digit,  but  we  find  an  extra 
heaviness  on  the  upper  left,  and  lower  right,  portions  of  this  first 
variety.  It  is  found  that  the  size  and  heaviness  of  this  numeral 
may  also  differ.  This  variety  is  by  far  the  most  common  of  the  four 
and  it  is  designated  (A). 

The  second  variety  is  exactly  like  the  variety  (A)  in  almost  all  as- 
pects, but  the  significant  difference  is  the  doubling  of  the  digit 
on  top.  I have  not  found  this  "8"  with  a doubling  on  the  bottom  but 
it  most  certainly  may  exist.  Please  check  your  coins  for  a double 
bottom  "8".  This  second  variety  is  scarce;  it  is  designated  as  (B). 

In  the  next  variety  we  find  that  the  bottom  of  the  "8"  is  starting 
to  disappear.  As  a matter  of  fact  there  is  only  a thin  line  left. 
This  line  is  complete  and  has  no  break.  The  line  may  be  very,  very 
thin  but  it  must  still  be  visible.  This  variety  is  designated  as  (C) 

The  last  variety  finds  the  bottom  of  the  "8"  completely  gone.  The 
opening  that  is  left  may  vary  in  size.  The  opening  may  be  so  large 
as  to  begin  to  go  into  the  sides  of  the  numeral.  Here  once  again  I 
request  that  you  check  your  coins  for  an  "8"  that  has  no  bottom  at 
all.  The  result  would  be  what  would  appear  to  be  a small  "o".  I 
have  not  found  this  situation,  but  it  could  exist.  To  get  an  idea 
of  what  these  four  varieties  should  look  like,  see  Plate  I,  Figure 
"8".  This  last  variety  is  designated  as  (d). 

The  first  digit  "2"  of  the  date  presents  some  interesting  varieties. 
In  the  first  variety  we  find  a "2"  that  is  open  at  the  top,  and  has 
a straight  bottom.  There  are  no  projections,  points,  or  serifs 
coming  off  any  point  of  this  numeral.  This  variety  is  one  of  the 
most  common.  It  is  designated  as  (A). 

The  next  variety  is  exactly  the  same  as  (A)  with  one  small  addition. 
Coming  from  out  of  the  bottom  we  find  a small  serif  that  gives  the 
appearance  of  a pointed  projection.  This  variety  appears  to  be 
quite  scarce.  It  is  designated  as  (A'). 

The  next  variety  is  a common  variety.  The  "2"  is  open  at  the  top, 
and  has  a straight  bottom,  but  coming  from  the  bottom  up  we  find  a 
serif.  This  gives  the  numeral  the  appearance  of  having  a curved 
back.  This  variety  is  designated  as  (B). 

There  is  also  a sub-division  of  (B)  which  is  designated  as  (B')« 

This  (B1)  variety  is  similar  to  variety  (B)  in  all  aspects,  but 
coming  from  out  of  the  bottom  we  find  a serif  that  gives  the  im- 
pression of  a pointed  projection.  This  is  the  same  appearance  we 
find  in  (A1).  This  variety  is  scarce. 
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The  next  variety  can  be  easily  recognized  as  it  has  two  outstanding 
features.  First  the  "2"  is  closed  at  the  top,  and  the  bottom  is 
straight.  Secondly,  it  has  a line  that  attaches  it  to  the  second  "2" 
of  the  date.  As  you  look  at  this  first  "2"  you  get  the  impression 
it  could  be  an  overdate  variety.  There  is  a small  projection  at  the 
top  and  at  the  bottom,  and  the  filled  in  part  could  be  part  of  another 
numeral,  but  this  is  all  speculation.  The  drawing  does  not  do  justice 
to  this  variety,  but  it  does  give  some  idea  of  the  appearance  of 
this  variety  which  is  designated  as  (c).  This  variety  is  very  scarce. 
Please  check  to  see  if  you  have  this  variety. 

The  last  variety  of  this  first  numeral  "2"  is  also  scarce.  It  also 
has  a closed  top,  and  a straight  bottom.  There  are  no  serifs  or 
projections  coming  from  off  this  numeral  at  any  point.  This  variety 
is  designated  as  (D). 

One  thing  to  keep  in  mind  when  you  examine  these  coins  is  that  the 
size  of  the  numeral  may  vary,  as  may  the  distance  one  numeral  is 
from  another  numeral.  The  placing  of  the  numeral  in  relation  to 
each  other  may  also  vary,  and  due  to  this  placing  we  find  that  some 
dates  are  laid  out  in  a straight  line  and  some  are  found  in  a curved 
line.  I am  not  dealing  at  this  writing  with  these  characteristics 
of  the  coin,  but  I do  believe  it  should  be  researched  in  order  to 
give  the  whole  picture  of  the  series.  To  get  an  idea  of  what  the 
varieties  of  the  first  "2"  look  like,  see  Plate  I,  First  Figure  "2". 

Moving  on  to  the  last  "2"  of  the  date  we  once  again  see  some  inter- 
esting varieties.  The  first  variety  of  the  second  "2"  is  exactly 
the  same  in  description  as  the  first  variety  of  the  first  "2".  The 
digit  has  an  open  top  and  a straight bottom.  There  are  no  extensions 
of  any  kind  coming  off  the  numeral.  This  variety  is  designated  as  (A). 

The  next  variety  is  interesting  and  I call  it  the  bump  variety.  Bas- 
ically, it  is  the  same  as  variety  ( A) ; the  exception  is  found  on  the 
upper  part  of  the  "2"  where  a bump  appears.  One  coin  has  a high  bump, 
one  coin  a low  bump  and  on  a third  coin  we  find  a bump  that  covers 
the  entire  top.  The  impression  given  by  this  bump  is  a doubling  of 
the  entire  top  of  the  coin.  In  actuality  these  bumps  are  recut  por- 
tions of  the  coin,  very  poorly  made,  and  leaving  this  messy  result 
on  the  coin.  These  varieties  are  designated  as  (A')j  only  the  third 
bump  is  shown  in  the  figure  of  the  second  "2"  on  Plate  I. 

The  third  variety  has  an  open  top,  and  a straight  bottom  with  the 
serif  coming  up  from  the  bottom  to  give  it  the  curved  appearance. 

This  variety  is  designated  as  (b). 

The  next  variety  is  a completely  double  punched  "2",  and  two  complete 
outlines  of  the  "2"  must  show.  This  variety  is  designated  as  (B'). 

In  the  description  of  the  first  "2"  of  the  date  I wrote  about  a var- 
iety that  had  a line  connecting  it  to  the  second  "2".  I designated 
that  variety  as  (c).  The  "2"  I am  now  writing  about  is  the  one  with 
which  the  line  attaches.  This  variety  has  a closed  top  and  straight 
bottom.  This  "2"  is  easily  recognized  due  to  the  connecting  line. 

The  variety  is  designated  as  (c). 

Finally  we  come  to  the  last  variety  of  the  second  "2".  I have  only 
one  example  of  this  variety.  This  digit  can  be  easily  recognized  by 
the  very  weak  stem.  It  is  my  belief  that  this  variety  leads  to  the 
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variety  in  which  the  entire  "2"  is  gone.  Such  a coin  is  now  owned 
by  Jerome  Remick  and  was  pictured  in  the  July,  1971  issue  of  "World 
Coins"  (published  at  Sidney,  Ohio).  Between  my  coin  and  Mr.  Remick's 
coin  there  could  be  possibly  two  other  stages.  The  first  stage  would 
show  no  stem  and  the  second  stage  would  show  part  of  the  upper  por- 
tion of  the  digit  gone.  Please  check  your  coins  for  these  possible 
varieties. 

When  I heard  of  the  missing  "2"  variety  it  was  important  that  I know 
what  digit  was  missing.  If  the  missing  digit  was  an  "0",  and  the 
coin  was  an  1820  issue,  then  it  might  be  possible  that  the  Royal  Mint 
had  removed  the  last  digit  intending  to  re -engrave  it  with  another 
figure.  However,  if  the  last  digit  was  a "2",  this  would  indicate 
to  me  that  the  die  was  breaking  down,  and  the  Royal  Mint  was  not 
involved,  except  in  carelessness.  We  have  seen  how  the  other  digits 
have  been  allowed  to  break  down,  with  no  change  being  made,  so  why 
not  this  digit?  Since  I already  had  the  weak  stem  variety  I felt  my 
theory  was  justified.  The  only  way  of  making  a reasonable  conclusion 
was  to  find  if  the  coin  had  been  medal  minted  or  coin  minted.  Remem- 
ber, I stated  earlier  that  the  1820  issue  was  medal  minted  and  that 
the  1822  issue  was  coin  minted. 

I wrote  Mr.  Remick  requesting  this  information  and  he  advised  me  the 
coin  was  coin  minted.  I concluded  it  was  an  1822  issued  coin. 

There  is  a possibility  that  this  minting  could  also  be  an  error,  but 
since  I have  not  found  this  rotated  die  variety,  and  there  is  no 
evidence  to  support  a rotated  die,  we  much  use  what  evidence  is  avail- 
able. The  conclusion  must  be  that  it  is  an  1822  issue  and  that  the 
die  is  breaking  down.  If  we  can  find  any  other  examples  of  this  de- 
terioration, as  mentioned  above,  our  case  is  complete.  I have  desig- 
nated my  weak  stem  variety  as  (D),  and  Mr.  Remick's  missing  digit 
variety  as  (E).  (See  Plate  I,  Second  Figure  "2"  for  varieties  (A-D).) 

The  date  is  now  complete  and  I believe  it  can  be  seen,  that  by  making 
four  letter  designations  for  a coin,  a picture  can  be  given  as  to 
what  type  of  date  should  be  expected.  For  example  my  number  coin 
would  be  designated  as  ADAA  (Plate  II). 

These  letters  tell  us  the  digit  "1"  has  a serif  on  top,  bottom  left, 
bottom  right,  but  the  "1"  is  not  perfect.  The  digit  "8"  is  open  at 
the  bottom,  and  both  digit  "2's"  are  open  at  the  top  and  the  bottom 
is  straight. 

From  the  date  we  move  on  to  the  Roman  numerals  on  each  side  of  the 
anchor,  found  on  the  obverse  of  the  coin.  These  Roman  numerals  tell 
the  value  of  the  coin.  Therefore,  the  Roman  numeral  found  on  the 
Sixteenth  Dollar  is  "XVI". 

Dealing  with  the  Roman  numeral  on  the  left  side  of  the  anchor  we  find 

it  is  normal  to  find  the  "V"  and  "I"  connected.  I have  not  found  any 

exceptions  to  this  normality.  Once  again,  check  your  coins  for  an 
example  of  the  "V"  and  "I"  not  connected. 

Moving  to  the  right  side  of  the  anchor,  the  "X",  "V"  and  "I"  are  found 
to  be  separated.  However,  in  this  case  I have  found  two  exceptions. 
One  one  coin  the  "V"  and  "I"  are  connected,  and  on  the  other  coin, 

not  only  are  the  "V"  and  "I"  connected,  but  the  connecting  line  goes 

across  the  top  of  the  "V"  closing  the  top  entirely.  The  two  coins 
involved  are  the  same  coins  that  had  the  closed  variety  2's  in  the 
date.  (See  Plate  I - Roman  Numeral  Value). 


We  will  use  the  letters  N and  0 to  designate  these  Roman  numerals. 

The  N will  be  used  for  the  normal  numerals  and  the  0 to  mean  the 
opposite.  These  letters  will  be  placed  after  the  date  designation. 
Returning  to  my  coin  number  54-,  which  had  a date  designation  of  ADAA, 
we  now  add  NN  for  the  Roman  numerals:  Number  54  - ADAANN.  (Plate  II). 

It  is  possible  that  coins  may  exist  with  part  or  all  of  the  Roman 
numeral  missing.  If  you  turn  up  any,  please  let  me  know. 

The  obverse  motto  is  next  to  be  examined,  and  this  is  followed  by 
the  reverse  motto.  There  are  many  different  varieties  to  be  found 
in  the  mottoes  and  these  are  caused  by  die  breaks,  double  punched 
letters,  extra  pieces  (blobs  and  bumps)  and  missing  parts  of  letters. 
To  try  and  write  out  each  of  these  different  causes  on  each  and  every 
letter  would  be  a monumental  job.  I have  attempted  to  chart  these 
differences  for  each  coin  I own.  A key  to  the  letters  used  in  Plates 
III,  IV,  V and  VI  will  follow.  If  no  letter  appears  it  simply  means 
I found  nothing  wrong  with  that  particular  letter  on  that  particular 
coin.  For  example,  my  coin  numbers  17  and  23  had  perfect  obverse 
mottoes. 

The  most  interesting  coins  are  those  that  have  part  of  the  letter 
missing.  The  result  is  a misspelled  word.  My  number  46  coin  has  the 
bottom  part  of  the  letter  "E"  of  the  word  "MONET"  missing.  The  re- 
sult is  "MONET";  a word  that  of  course  does  not  exist. 

Making  a listing  of  your  coins  is  very  easy.  A 3 x 5 card  or  graph 
paper  would  serve  the  purpose.  The  process  is  exactly  the  same  as 
I have  used  and  the  results  is  what  you  will  find  on  Plates  at  the 
end  of  this  article.  You  could  send  me  a 3 x 5 card  of  any  one  of 
your  coins,  and  I would  be  able  to  tell  what  to  expect  from  your 
coin.  If  you  will  take  the  time  to  chart  your  coins,  I will  keep  a 
record  of  all  I receive,  and  in  the  future  I will  publish  a listing 
of  all  coins  received.  This  will,  of  course,  be  the  beginning  of  a 
catalogue  on  this  series.  At  that  time  rarity  will  become  evident 
and  prices  that  are  realistic  could  be  assigned  to  the  varieties. 

On  the  reverse  we  also  find  defective  letters;  these  letters  being 
charted  on  Plates  V and  VI. 

At  this  time  no  attempt  is  made  to  state  differences  on  the  anchor 
or  coat  of  arms  design.  There  are  some  differences,  but  this  will 
be  researched  at  a later  date.  However,  if  you  have  an  outstanding 
variety  in  the  design  I would  appreciate  knowing  about  it. 

I am  not  going  to  comment  on  individual  difference  as  far  as  the 
reverse  of  these  coins  is  concerned.  The  plates  should  give  a reason- 
able idea  of  what  to  expect.  However,  there  is  one  variety  that 
deserves  mention.  I call  this  coin  the  "puffy  G variety".  On  the 
reverse  "D:G:"  is  part  of  the  motto.  In  the  "puffy  G variety"  we 
find  that  the  two  dots  after  the  "D"  have  came  very  close  to  the  "G" 
and  the  back  of  the  "G"  has  puffed  out.  It  gives  the  appearance  of 
having  a hump  on  its  back.  In  Plates  V and  VI  I use  the  letter  "P" 
to  designate  this  "puffy  G variety".  This  appears  to  be'  a common 
variety. 

As  you  look  over  the  Plates  following  keep  in  mind  the  letter  key 
below  used  on  Plates  III,  IV,  V and  VI. 
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B --  The  coin  has  a crack  or  a break  in  the  die  that 

usually  runs  from  the  letter  to  the  edge  of  the  coin. 
An  extra  piece  may  also  be  found  on  the  coin  due  to 
this  die  break. 

D --  The  coin  has  a double  cut  or  is  double  stamped;  two 
complete  images  or  an  image  and  a shadow  appear. 

P --  Puffy  G variety  (see  last  page). 

M --  The  die  has  broken  down,  on  a particular  letter, 

and  when  this  letter  is  stamped  part  of  the  letter 
is  migsing  on  the  coin. 

W — All  parts  of  the  letter  are  still  there,  but  some 
are  very  thin.  A weak  letter  is  the  result. 

As  you  finish  reading  this  article  you  might  be  left  with  a feeling 
of  incompleteness,  and  you  should  have  this  feeling.  Only  the  sur- 
face has  been  scrathed  and  as  you  look  at  your  coins,  varieties  will 
appear  that  I have  not  covered,  and  in  all  probability  of  which  I 
am  not  aware.  That  is  what  I am  hoping  for;  if  you  start  looking 
and  observing,  then  more  will  be  learned.  The  more  that  is  learned 
will  create  more  interest  and  so  the  cycle  will  go  on.  Any  com- 
ments, suggestions,  criticisms,  or  simple  conversation  will  be 
greatly  appreciated.

BOOK  REVIEWS 


"CHINESE  CASH",  by  0.  D.  Cresswell,  Spink  and  Son,  London,  1971>  63 
pp.  (47  unnum. ),  ill.,  soft  cover,  $4.00: 

This  booklet  is  designed  ostensibly  to  make  the  identification  of 
Chinese  cash  a simple  matter;  a vade  mecum  to  be  carried  with  you  to 
coin  shows,  auctions,  etc.  It  is  a handy  book,  alright.  However, 
the  easy  identification  of  Chinese  coins  is  not  provided.  One  must 
still  page  through  a chronologically  arranged  series  of  illustrated 
plates  searching  for  the  illustration  that  best  resembles  the  coin 
he  wishes  to  identify.  The  book  needs  an  index  of  Chinese  reign 
titles  (or  coin  titles,  if  you  please)  by  stroke-order.  This  is 
the  only  way  to  provide  a simple  identification  guide. 

The  book  is  divided  into  three  sections:  regular  dynasties;  irregu- 

lar dynasties  (small  states  on  the  borderlands,  etc.);  and  rebels 
and  pretenders.  Each  listing  has  a short  historical  sketch.  The 
catalog  does  not  have  a price  guide. 

A bibliography  is  not  provided,  but  it  is  presumed  that  all  the  usual 
Western  sources  were  employed.  The  usual  Western-source  errors  per- 
sist. In  the  Ch'ing  dynasty  series  the  Ning-hsia  minted  coins  are 
again  given  to  the  non-existent  mint  of  Ning-po.  Shun-chih  T'ung-pao 
with  Manchu  reverses  indicating  the  two  "Board"  mints  were  not  issued 
in  the  first  year  of  the  reign  (l644);  the  first  coins  bear  a single 
Chinese  mint -character.  Manchu  reverses  were  employed  later  in  the 
reign.  Some  mavericks  are  listed  in  this  series  which  are  correctly 
placed  in  an  air  of  uncertainty.  Most  are  Annamese  copies  or  charms. 
Despite  these  errors  the  book  is  a handy  reference  which  could 
easily  replace  the  Schjoth  book  as  a primary  reference.

The  sixth  publication  in  the  series  of  catalogs  of  Swiss  coins  has 
been  released  by  the  Societe  Suisse  de  Numismatique.  It  discusses 
and  lists  the  coins  of  the  City  of  Basel  from  the  Merovingian  times 
to  1375*  The  catalog  lists  Merovingian,  Carolingian,  Burgundian 
issues,  a possible  issue  of  the  Holy  Roman  Emperor,  and  issues  of 
the  Bishops  of  Basel  for  the  City  till  1373*  In  1373  the  City  of 
Basel  received  the  mint  right  and  began  issuing  its  own  coins.  The 
catalog  lists  130  coins  and  each  coin  is  given  full  description  in 
German  and  a full  list  of  cross-references  to  other  publications  in 
which  the  coin  has  been  published.  The  book  is  a must  for  collectors 
of  medieval  European  coins.
